THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilford  in  the  County 
of  Belknap  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilford  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
of  the  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Toavu  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year, 
including  charges  for  Officers'  Salaries,  Officers'  Expenses, 
Election  and  Registration,  Repair  and  Maintenance  of 
Toavii  Buildings,  Street  Lighting,  Dump,  Water  Works, 
Damages  and  Legal  Expenses,  Social  Security,  Retire- 
ment Payments  and  Interest. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purposes  of  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vole  to  enact  an  ordinance 
recpiiring  a  building  permit  from  the  Selectmen,  when  the 
cost  of  construction,  whether  alteration  or  new  is  to  exceed 
$200.00,  the  application  for  such  permit  to  be  made  by  the 
owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  work  is  to  be  done  or 
by  the  contractor  or  builder,  said  application  to  set  forth 
the  ownership,  location  and  dimensions  of  the  lot  or  land 
involved,  a  general  description  of  the  proposed  structure 
and  the  contract  or  approximate  cost.  Wilful  failure  to 
comply  may  be  penalized  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  per  day 
from  the  beginning  of  work  on  such  building. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment.

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  organ- 
ization of  a  volunteer  fire  department  to  be  known  as  the 
Glendale  Fire  Department,  which  would  have  its  head- 
quarters at  Glendale  in  said  Gilford,  and  whose  members 
would  be  made  up  of  those  living  permanently  in,  near,  or 
around  Glendale,  and  which  said  department  would  be 
organized  to  combat  fires  in  that  area  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Gilford  Fire  Department. 

And  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  furnish  funds  for 
said  volunteer  tire  department  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment necessary  to  carry  out  its  purposes.  Said  equipment 
to  be  purchased  by  said  department  in  its  own  discretion 
with  a  view  towards  equipping  itself  with  the  proper 
equipment  both  for  combatting  fires  on  the  mainland  as 
well  as  on  the  islands  in  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  and  for  com- 
batting household  fires  as  well  as  forest  fires.  Said  equip- 
ment to  be  adequate  for  the  protection  of  property  and  not 
duplicating  to  a  too  great  an  extent  the  present  equipment 
of  the  Gilford  Fire  Department.  Said  equipment  to  be 
kept  at  the  engine  house  to  be  built  at  Glendale.  By 
petition. 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  maintenance  and  repairs  of  Highways 
and  Bridges,  including  expenditures  for  Asphalt,  Calcium 
and  Sodium  Chlorides,  and  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  road 
signs  and  supports,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  251  Sec- 
tion 1  of  the  latest  revised  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $603.35  for  Town  Road  Aid  for  maintenance, 
construction  or  reconstruction  of  Class  V  Highways,  the 
state  to  contribute  $4,022.33. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  purchase  an  International  Dump  Truck  approxi- 
mately equivalent  to  a  Ford  F7.5,  using  the  Town's  1951 
Ford  in  part  payment,  for  a  net  cost  of  $3,700.00. 


10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  "widen  where  necessary,  and 
blaek-top  from  the  home  of  Kenneth  Bolduc  southerly  on 
Morrill  Street  of  at  least  five-tenths  of  a  mile."  By  peti- 
tion of  Bolduc  and  others. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  improve  the  highway  presently 
known  as  Sleeper  Hill  Road.    By  request. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  quitclaim 
deed  from  David  A.  M.  Sturrock  and  spouse  granting-  an 
easement  to  Hatch  Drive,  traversing  the  sub-division 
known  as  "Gunstock  Glen",  for  the  purpose  of  Town  roads 
extension.     By  request. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  approxi- 
mately 700  feet  of  old  right-of-way  lying  easterly  of  the 
present  State  Route  11A  right-of-way  where  it  crosses,  or 
passes  between,  two  parcels  of  land  both  the  property, 
presently,  of  Carl  F.  Richardson. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  control  of  the  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust,  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Forestry  and 
Recreation  Department. 

15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  aid  of  the  Town  Poor  and  for 
Old  Age  Assistance. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  purposes  of  the  Laconia  Hos- 
pital. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Public 
Library. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  use  of  the  Thompson- 
Ames  Historical  Society  in  improving  the  present  heating 
system  which  is  inadequate  for  the  colder  months.  By 
request. 
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19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
Glendale  wharves  and  parking  area,  and  for  the  purchase 
of  land  from  Asa  C.  Stiekney  to  enlarge  said  parking  area. 

20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  Gilford 
Beach. 

21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  Avill  take  toward  the 
acquisition,  ultimately,  of  the  Clement  beach  property. 

22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  graves  of  sol- 
diers and  sailors. 

23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  appraise  in  detail  every  parcel  of  land 
and  buildings  in  the  Town  (excluding  cultivated  fields, 
pastures  and  woodland)  in  accordance  with  usual  practice, 
the  cost,  which  will  approximate  $4,000.00,  to  be  taken 
from  surplus. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $25,000.00,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  non- 
partisan ballot  system. 

27.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  in  1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  origi- 
nated from  these  two  sources.  Lighted  smoking  material 
and  matches  thrown  from  moving  vehicles  along  the  high- 
way or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters,  hikers,  berry  and 
flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  per  cent;  debris  burning 
in  the  Avrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time  by  those  who 
failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to  recognize 
the  logical,  sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under 
legislative  authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near 
woodlands  accounted  for  more  than  24  per  cent.  This  is 
inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy 
the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our 
law  books  which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  per- 
mission from  the  local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a 
fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where  fire  can  be  communi- 
cated to  woodlands,  unless  the  ground  is  covered  with 
snow.  A  never  ending  program  of  educational  work  is 
being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and  state  officials 
to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value  and  neces- 
sity of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning. 
Much  progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who 
fail  or  refuse  to  co-operate.  The  value  of  our  permit 
system  was  definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the 
1955  calendar  year.  Local  wardens  issued  3,864  permits 
for  debris  burning  fires.  That's  a  lot  of  permits.  The 
records  show  only  2  permit  fires  got  out  of  control.  Re- 
sult?    Much  burning  done  legally  and  safely. 

Remember 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before 
starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law 
requires  it. 


2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smoking  ma- 
terial and  matches  before  discarding  them.

The  undersigned  Trustees  of  the  Gilford  Public  Library 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1955. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  remaining  Trustees  of  the 
Library  report  the  death  of  Marshall  P.  Harris,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  in  November  of  the  past  year.  He  was 
an  ever  faithful  public  servant,  keenly  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Gilford  Library  and  his  active  participation 
in  the  service  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  will  long  be 
remembered. 

William  S.  Lord  was  appointed  in  December  to  fill  out 
the  unexpired  term  of  Marshall  P.  Harris  and  took  over 
his  duties  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  various  improvements,  already  out- 
lined in  last  year's  report,  were  completed.  New  railings 
were  built  on  each  side  of  the  entrance  and  new  book- 
shelves were  added  to  house  the  growing  collection  of 
children's  books.  A  coal  bin  was  constructed  in  the  cellar 
to  accommodate  the  storing  of  coal  for  the  winter  as  it 
was  decided  in  the  interests  of  efficiency  and  better  heat- 
ing of  the  building  to  change  from  wood  to  coal  as  fuel 
for  the  furnace.  Rough  shelves  were  also  placed  in  the 
anterooms  of  the  cellar  to  hold  back  numbers  of  magazines 
and  old  books. 

National  Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  with  a 
display  of  new  children's  books  at  the  Gilford  Grade 
School.  Mrs.  Moulton  and  Mrs.  Gustafson  also  brought 
their  classes  to  the  Library  for  a  story  hour. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Margaret  Francis  for 
her  worthwhile  gift  to  the  Library  for  a  year's  subscription 
to  the  "American  Heritage"  in  memory  of :  Harold  Eaton, 
Arthur  Gerry,  and  Marshall  P.  Harris.    These  issues  come 
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ill  book  form  and  contain  a  wealth  of  beautifully  illus- 
trated material  on  American  History  and  related  subjects. 
We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those 
friends  of  the  Library  who  have  in  the  past  year  given 
books  or  otherwise  helped  to  improve  the  service  of  the 
Gilford  Public  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE   GILFORD  TOWN  PLANNING 
BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Gilford : 

The  Gilford  Town  Planning  Board  has  met  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  this  past  year  to  consider  what 
measures  of  planning  for  the  town's  future  might  best 
meet  Avith  the  desires  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  and 
provide  for  orderly  expansion. 

This  year  we  have  worked  with  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Fire  Department  to  accomplish  a  uniform  listing  of  names 
for  the  streets  and  roads  in  the  town.  The  Planning  Board 
recommends  that  the  town,  through  the  Highway  depart- 
ment, start  erecting  sign  boards  at  intersections  designa- 
ting the  name  of  each  road. 

To  insure  the  town  of  adequate  beach  privileges  in 
keeping  with  its  future  growth,  the  Planning  Board 
recommends  that  the  town  acquire  an  option  on  the  shore 
property  owned  by  Arehille  J.  Clement,  known  as  "Beach- 
wood"  and  located  adjacent  to  the  present  town  beach. 

A  committee  comprising  representation  from  the  Select- 
men's office,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  town  have  started 
a  survey  of  road  conditions  and  will,  after  careful  exam- 
ination, report  their  recommendations  to  the  Board. 

The  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  on  hand  of  $302.94.

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  Town  of 
Gilford  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March  1956,  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years  arising  from  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  Richard  C.  Talbot. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as 
are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid 
fund  together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to 
certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
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revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

School  Building  Aid 

A  new  state  law  provides  that  a  school  district  shall  be 
reimbursed  up  to  twenty  per  cent  on  bond  payments  on 
principal,  provided  that  the  state  income  exceeds  the  an- 
ticipated revenue  up  to  $350,000.  This  means  that  Gilford 
may  receive  a  reimbursement  of  approximately  $1,500.00 
on  payments  made  on  principal  on  the  present  building'.

The  1956-1957  budget  calls  for  an  extra  teacher  so  that 
the  pupil  load  may  be  retained  at  approximately  twenty- 
five  pupils.  This  figure  enables  the  teacher  to  give  more 
individual  attention  to  pupils. 

Building  Needs 

The  Gilford  School  has  one  grade  in  the  health  room  and 
will  have  to  find  one  more  room  for  next  September.  The 
logical  place  seems  to  be  the  cafeteria.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  build  a  partition,  leaving  space  to  serve  pupils. 
All  lunches  would  have  to  be  eaten  in  classrooms.  The 
corridor  is  a  very  undesirable  substitute  for  a  classroom, 
and  taking  the  auditorium  would  deprive  all  the  children 
and  the  community  of  ;t  room  used  a  great  deal  Tor  meet- 
ings, visual  education  and  recreation. 

Building  Committee 

The  1955  district  meeting  provided  for  the  formation  of 
a  Planning  Committee  to  work  with  the  School  Board  to 
make  a  thorough  Study  of  Gilford's  school  building  needs. 
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This  committee  was  named  by  the  assigned  groups  as 
follows :  Mrs.  Rupert  Simonds,  Mrs.  William  Lord,  Mr. 
John  Muehlke,  Mr.  James  Doherty,  Mr.  Leon  Fortin,  Mr. 
John  Weeks,  Mr.  Arthur  Rothafel,  Mr.  Leslie  Curtis,  Mrs. 
Milo  Bacon,  Mr.  Walter  D.  Ide,  Mrs.  Roger  Lindsey, 
Mrs.  Clifford  Hodges,  Mrs.  Esther  Peters,  Mr.  John  Good- 
hue, Mrs.  Marshall  Harris,  and  the  three  School  Board 
members,  Mr.  Richard  Talbot,  Mrs.  Ethel  Dolloff,  and  Mr. 
Jack  Sawyer. 

The  committee  elected  Mr.  .John  Muehlke  as  Chairman. 
Several  meetings  were  held,  including  one  with  Mr.  Paul 
Farnum  and  Mr.  Roland  B.  Kimball  of  the  State  Educa- 
tion Department. 

It  is  evident  that  two  rooms  will  be  needed  for  the  first 
six  grades  and  that  some  rooms  should  be  added  for  the 
obvious  growth  of  the  town. 

Helping  Teacher 

Miss  Esma  Ford  of  Laconia  was  elected  Helping  Teacher 
by  the  Supervisory  Union.  Her  chief  duties  will  be  to  help 
teachers  of  the  entire  Union  on  problems  in  Curriculum. 
Methods,  Discipline,  Morale,  and  Public  Relations.  She 
will  have  charge  of  the  teaching  program  in  all  schools. 
She  will  work  on  special  teaching  aids  for  teachers,  visual 
aid  programs,  and  professional  teachers'  meetings.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  pays  $2,500.00  annually  towards 
the  salary  of  the  Helping  Teacher. 

Additional  Nurse 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Wheeler,  former  U.  S.  Navy  Nurse  and 
experienced  in  health  work  with  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion, was  employed  by  the  Supervisory  Union.  She  does 
the  health  work  in  the  tOAvns  of  Belmont,  Gilford,  and 
Gilmanton.  The  increase  in  pupil  population  from  1,082 
in  1944  to  1,643  in  1955,  made  it  impossible  for  one  nurse 
to  do  the  work.  Her  office  will  be  in  the  new  elementary 
school  at  Belmont. 
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Appreciation 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  excellent  co- 
operation of  the  Gilford  School  Board  in  every  problem 
of  the  schools  during  the  past  year.  The  teaching  staff 
probably  works  in  one  of  the  best  school  buildings  and  with 
the  best  equipment  and  teaching  conditions  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  with  pupil  loads  far  below  the  state  average. 
The  co-operation  of  principal,  teachers,  custodian,  school 
physician,  and  cafeteria  staff  is  appreciated.  The  Gilford 
Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  support  the 
schools.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with  and  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Planning  Committee.  I  am  sure  that  the 
work  of  the  Planning  Committee  will  result  in  a  solution 
of  the  Gilford  building  problem  —  one  that  will  be  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  children  and  the  taxpayers.
